Eric the navigator-captain 
used Consul to try and estab- 
lish his position, however 
Consul is ambiguous, in as 
much as it repeats itself every 
so often. To use Consul you 
must know your approxi- 
mate location to start with. 
Eric was able tocomeup with 
three possible positions and 
requested some assistance. . 
Whether there was any other 
trouble aboard is not too 
clear to this writer, however 
he was lost for sure. 

At this point enter WA- 
4ECY who. through his 
efforts managed to get the 
Coast Guard interested. . . 
VEQMU apparently had a 
battery operated SSB rig that 
he was using to keep contact 
with ECY, for their were 
times when he had to re- 
charge hisbatterys to stay on 
the air.

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A search was started and 
continued through the night, 
contact was maintained with 
the craft and finally in the 
AM, aircraft from the Coast 
Guard, and a carrier in the 
general area managed to lo- 
cate the Jean Pierre and VE- 
MMU. Several bearings were 
taken via amateurs prior to 
his discovery and one given 
by WA2RAU and one oth- 
er station further south when 
plotted by me on chart C& 
GS 1000 came within 15 
miles of the eventual discov- 
ery point. 

It was these amateur bear- 
ings that actually pinpointed 
the general area for search. 
During the search period the 
U.S. Coast Guard were op- 
erating in the 20 meter band 
so that constant contact 
could be maintained with the 
exsisting link between VE- 
MMU and safty. 

The Jean Pierre had regu- 
lar ship to shore, but the 
range was short and until the 
search craft came within a 
few dozen miles it was of no 
use. .Actually they homed 
in on 2182 after getting in 
the general location. 

It was a wonderful thrill 
to hear the Coast Guard op- 
erator tell the many stations 


we have him in sight!! The 
good ship Jean Pierre with 
VEQ@MU and his XYL were 
found, they were on or about 
one of his origional plotted 
positions, and were about 
480 nautical miles from 
Cape Henry, Va. 

WA4 ECY and the many, 
many other stations that 
were working on this are to 
be commended for their ef- 
forts and for the amount of 
time that was put into this 
Public Service. 


The total elapsed time that 
the frequency was kept clear 
was about 28 hours. ‘Thesit- 
uation was considered ser- 
ious, but even so there were 
times of comedy, as an ex- 
ample, about 16:00 Z two 
DX stations got on fre- 
quency, a DL working aJY. 
I sure would liked to have 
had the JY, but some one 
moved them off. .C’est la vie 


Lest there be any misun- 
derstanding the writer was in 


no way involved in this op- 
eration, just a very interest- 
ed spectator. . .and it was 
the first time XYL has ever 
shown an interest in ham 
radio. . Good work all.

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THE JUNK BOX 


This is the first of a series 
of articles to appear in SKIP 
each month. We hope that 
you’ll enjoy these little gad- 
gets that can bebuiltup from 
‘the junk box’’. — 

This month we have a 
little SWR bridge submitted 
by yours truly. It is basical- 
ly the “Monimatch”’ circuit 
with a few changes. With a 
good junk box and some 
spare time, this gadget will 
be a welcome accessory to 
your shack. 

‘The ‘‘coupler’’ ismade by 
stripping a 36” piece ofspare 
coax and inserting some 
hookup wire under 30” ofthe 
copper braid. This is done by 
pushing the braid towards 
the center, inserting the wire, 
and smoothing out the braid. 
‘The coupler is wrapped a- 
round the meter case, and 
held in place with some sold- 
er. The rest of the circuit is 
self-explanatory, and parts 
values are not critical. The 
diode may be any general- 


purpose type, and the meter 
may range up to 1 ma., with 
an appropriate loss in sensit- 
ivity for low power (under 50 
watts). 


The bridge is calibrated 
by connecting between the 
rig and a dummy load, ad- 
justing the sensitivity for full- 
scale on forward, and ad- 
justing the zero control for 
a null on reflected. 


Accurate SWR readings 
may be taken by using the 
formula: SWR — (Rf+Rr) 
./. (Rf-Rr), where Rf and 
Rr are the forward and re 
flected readings, respective- 
ly, in ma. or ua.

Editor FLORIDA SKIP: 

As I see things, the Amateur with 
ARRL or Prince Porsche, have a 
fine emergency network with this 
Fraternity, be they in sympathy ex- 
ception. Where does SSB and RT TY 
fit into the picture? Some say itis a 
matter of funds and personnel but I 
can’t help feel that some of it is the 
same old inertia to new ideas. 

As you know I like CWand have 
used it in amateur, government, and 
commercial work for more years 
than I sometimes care to recall. I 
did, however, 25 years ago have to 
give into the faster modes of com- 
munications to handle the volume 
of traffic that began accumulating. 

Don’t misunderstand, I will be in 
there pitching for CW as the mode 
when all others fail but those are the 
exceptional circumstances anditisin 
the other periods where we must of 
neceeely get in step with the times. 
If we do not we are going to get 
clobbered with stacks of traffic that 
we might as well send via file 13. 

Here are some side line views: 

There is a definate need for SSB 
and RTTY supplementing, if not 
paralleling the region and national 
nets. SSB for the short length mess- 
ages and moderate volumenets. 


RT.TY for movement of bulk traffic. 
The past two SET operations here 
in Florida produced some dillys. 
Many of the CD stations had mess- 
ages with word counts of 400 and 
500. You know what they can do to 
even a fast manual circuit. You are 
going to have to face facts—such 
messages will be realities in an actual 
emergency in spite of all of the pre 
sent stressing for brevity. 

There is a definite need for a net 
(cannot at the moment say which 
mode, although I favor SSB) for 
what I term a command or opera- 
tional circuit reserved exclusively for 
that purpose. The lack of aproperly 
operating facility of this type has been 


- 


the cause of a large number of con- 
fusing and sometimes stupid pile-ups. 

I believe the equipment and per- 
sonnel for these SSB and RTTY nets 
is now available. In the early stages 
of SSB and RTTY most of those us- 
ing these modes where experimenters 
and individuals with little or no in- 
terest in traffic and net operation. 
That is no longer true. With the 
advent of ready made equipment 
and surplus teletype machines we 
have acquired a group that have al- 
most diametrically opposite view- 
points. Yes, there is that element that 
want to do nothing more than rag 
chew but the majority I feel are sitt- 
ing there waiting for someone to set 
up something interesting enough to 
tax their abilities and make them 
useful. 

While I am not particularly criti- 
cal of the Leagues actions andplans 
1 do feel that there has been some 
misplaced emphasis. Somebody up 
there recognizes the needs for public 
service activities but they fail to re 
cognize and use the new tools avail- 
able to accomplish the job in this 
fast growing age. 

I believe that with the proper 
organization, program, and direc- 
tion from the League, the two new 
modes of communications, ie., SSB 
and RTTY can be incorporated into 
the present plans of operation and 
really expand the benefits of the 
Public Service program. 

I also feel that unless the League 
starts moving in this direction it faces 
the risk of having someone else move 
in to set the pace.

Notes On Frequency Meters 


Al Johnson, K7LQI 
ex-W4LSA 


Those of you interestedin 
frequency meters may like 
the following information. 
The ones in the frequency 
range from 125 KC to 20 
Mc are the BC221 series and 
the LM series are the navy 
version. The BC221, LM, 
TS—174 and TS—175 are 
battery operated, except that 
the oddnumbered LMmeters 
are usually AC powered. 

The BC221, TS—174 & 
TS—175 all have same type 
cases as the BC221 with a 
battery compartment in the 
bottom which makes ideal 
space to build the AC power 
supplies. On one side ofthese 
cases is a small hole with a 
closer which can be used for 
the power cord and makes it 
unnecessary to drill aholein 
cabinet. A power supply us- 
ing solid state diodes is ideal. 
Suggest good filtering and 
use a tubeor Zener regulator 
for best results and presci- 
sion. If you have trouble 
getting the power trans- 
formers, Meshna, Lynn, 
Mass. has them for $1.25 
catalog # T—35. It has B 
plus 6.3 and 12.6 volts. The 
Fair Radio, Lima, Ohio Cat. 
#RM—13—317 at $1.25can 
also be used by paralleling 
the two 6.3 windings orusing 
the 24 volt winding for the 
LMtype meters. 

The frequency ranges are 
BC221 & LM 125Kc to 
20Mc. the TS—174 from 
20Mc to 250Mc. the TS— 
175 from 85Mc to 1000Mc 
the TS-186D is from 100Mc 
to 10,000Mc. The operation 
of the BC,LM, 174 & 175 is 
almost identical except the 
174 & 175 require a headset 


_of 600 ohms to bepluggedin 


to make them operate. You 
can make a dummy plug 
with a 600 ohm resistor to 
take the place of the headsets. 
The TS—186D has its own 
built-in AC 60 cycle power 
supply and has a meter and 
uses a cavity to tune. The 
TS—175 has a different an- 
tenna system using three 
pieces of coax with an an- 
tenna probe at end. TS—174 
has it’s antenna terminal on 
top of cabinet. The LMhas 
it on side. 


One way of using the fre- 
quency meters is to supply 
frequency SSB injection to 
your receiver. Clip lead from 
the meter to your antenna 
terminal, no connection, tune 
in sideband station and with 
meter on zero beat and tune 
off to one side and get very 
good AM quality audio. 
Works on CWrtoo, leave set 
in AM position use meters 
as a BFO.

Amateur Radio In Space Ship 


Recently WN4OHO be 
came the first amateur, I be- 
lieve to ever operate a 
station from within a space 
ship simulator. I was the 
pilot of the Science Center’s 
new space simulator, ‘‘ Mars- 
flight III’’, on her maiden 
flight. 

The purpose of the flight 
was to check out the equip- 
ment in the pilot’s section of 
the 24 ft. simulator. After the 
cabin area in which I was to 
remain had been sealed off, 
I found I had only an area 
3 ft. long, 4 ft. wide and 6 ft. 
high in which to spend my 
next 24 hours. Part of the 
equipment included was my 
Globe Chief 90A and my 
Gonset GR-212 Receiver. 
The antenna used was a 40 
meter dipole on the roof of 
the Science Center. 

Amateur Radio was to 
serve as a communications 
system using other amateurs 
to relay messages between 
the simulator and the ground 
control. Various contacts 
were made from the simu- 
lator. Local contacts includ- 
ed WA4BGW, WA4MQH, 
WAANVR and WA4ILG in 


St. Petersburg. Larry, WA- 
4NVR, was worked cross- 
band and cross-mode, with 
me on 40 CW and him on 
10 AM. 

Throughout the flight I 
had tocorrect simulated mal- 
functions that might occur on 
an actual space flight. A rec- 
ord of time was kept as to 
how long it took for me to 
correct these malfunctions. 
Another malfunction includ- 
ed was the failure of the at- 
titude control panel, requir- 
ing reconstruction of a sec- 
tion of its wiring. 

Food was consumed from 
tubes which contained vari- 
ous foods, such as apple 
sauce, strained peas, jello 
and two types of chemical 
nutrients. ras 

One interesting thing about 
the flight was that because it 
was 24 hours long, itcaused 
the first day that I never saw 
the outer worldin the remem- 
berable 13 years. 

This venture proved once 
more that amateur radio 
can be applicable in many 
fields.
